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Mountain Avenue improvement 





- Council urges project approval

After hearing mostly positive imput 
about the proposed Mountain Avenue im- 
provement project at a special meeting 
Monday, the Upland City Council voted 
unanimously to recommend project con- 
tinuation to federal and state agencies 
which are funding the project. 

Testimony and the recommendation 
will be reviewed by agency officials who 
will make a final determination on the 
project. ;

The only objection was voiced by 
Hensley Torta who stated that installa- 
tion of a left-turn island at Mountain 


Avenue and Arrow Highway would in- 
terfere with access to his business. 
The project, costing an estimated $1 
million, will improve traffic flow and 
safety as well as upgrading the 
appearance of Mountain Avenue, accor- 
ding to City Engineer Fred Blanchard. 
The project will be paid for by federal-

aid urban funds and matching gas-tax 
funds. 

The City Council will hear a report on 
the landscaping phase of ihe project at 
the regular council meeting 7 p.m. Mon- 
day 

Under tentative plans, street widening 
and construction of islands will be com- 
pleted by November, with traffic signals 
completed by January 1976 and a com- 
puterized traffic system installed by 
July 1976. 

The computerized traffic control 
system will eliminate stop-and-go driv- 
ing by coordinating all traffic from the 
San Bernardino Freeway to Foothill 
Boulevard. Blanchard said the com- 
puter, located at City Hall, will monitor 
all traffic conditions and synchronize 
signals for ‘‘optimum traffic flow.’ 

The computer will be programmed to 
consider pedestrian traffic and unusual 
situations such as periodic heavy traffic 
to Mt. Baldy or the Department of Motor 
Vehicles building, noted Blanchard. 
Electronic speed signs will tell motorists 
what speed is best at that particular 
time. 

Torta, who owns a carwash at the 
northwest corner of Mountain Avenue 
and Arrow Highway, said the Mountain 
Avenue improvements are ‘‘long over- 
due,” and added that he opposes only 
construction of a left-turn island north of 
the intersection of Mountain Avenue and 
Arrow Highway. 

The length of the island, which is 220 
feet long, would prevent north-bound 
traffic from making a left turn into his 
business, Torta said 

If the left-turn island is shortened, left- 
turning cars will spill over into the 


through lanes and interrupt the traffic 
flow, Blanchard explained. He noted that 
most north-bound cars turn left at the in- 
tersection and enter the car wash from 
Arrow Highway. 

Councilman Hal Bailin commented 
that Mountain Avenue has many safety 
problems that must be corrected and 
called the project ‘‘absolutely necessary 
to the community.” 

Dr. William King, a native of Upland, 
said plans to landscape Mountain Avenue 
“are in keeping with the attempt to 
make this a more livable city.”’ The pro- 
ject’s major improvement would be a 
more efficient traffic flow, he added. 

The chamber of commerce supports 
the project because it is “‘certainly an 
asset to the community as a whole and to 
the business community,” said Roy 
Leventhal, a member of the chamber’s 
board of directors. 

The improvement project also 
includes widening freeway ramps to two 
lanes and modernizing and installing 
traffic signals from Seventh to iéth 
streets. Bottlenecks north of Foothill 
Boulevard will be eliminated by 
widening Mountain Avenue. 

Blanchard commented that the project 
must be put to bid before the June 30 
deadline for federal projects so the pro- 
ject doesn’t lose its top priority rating. 

Maps, drawings and the environmental 
impact statement for the project are 
available for public inspection or copy- 
ing at the Upland Engineering Depart- 
ment. 

Interested citizens can submit oral and 
written statements to the city clerk sup- 
porting or opposing the project until 
March 10.

Upland High School's work experience 
program helps students such as junior 
Teresa Hinds work toward their future 
careers. 

Students in the vocational program are 
placed in paid jobs relating directly to 
their interests. An exploratory program 
allows other students to investigate such 
careers as veterinary medicine, health 
services and legal profession. 

Through the vocational program 
Teresa works at the ‘Ontario Daily 
Report” as a c opy clerk. She also will be 
gaining writing experience as Upland 
High School’s representative to the 
“Upland News.” 

As copy clerk Teresa works Saturday 
night to put out the Sunday morning 
paper. She is in charge of teletype 
machines which receive national and 
worldwide sports and news. 

Teresa said one of the best things 
about working on the ‘‘Daily Report” is 
“keeping on top of what's happening and 
knowing what’s going in the paper before 
everyone else.’’ 

Reports and editoris have been very 
helpful in teaching her newspaper terms 
and she has learned some hints about 
editing and writing headlines. 

Teresa said her ‘big dream’”’ is to own 
a newspaper or magazine.

that goal she plans to major In 
journalism at college and become a 
reporter. 

“One thing is for sure,” she said. ‘I 
don’t want to get into writing ‘Dear 
Abby’ or the women’s pages.’ Teresa 
likes to write feature stories such as play 
reviews but also reported on the high 
school tax override election for the school 
paper, ‘‘The Plaid Press.” 

She learned about the job opening at 
the ‘‘Daily Report’’ when she 
interviewed reporter Steve Papinchak 
for her work experience class. Work 
experience students meet once a month 
for classroom sessions on working. 

Coordinator Gail Houghton said class 
sessions relate directly to the students’ 
jobs. They study labor laws, emergency 
procedures, income tax and social 
security, job interviews and time and 
money management. 

She said students get graduation credit 
for their jobs because they learn so 
much, including dependability, 
accepting criticism, and employer - 
employe relations. To bridge the gap 
between school and te job, work 
experience coordinators visit each 
employer every nine weeks. 

Teresa said the hardest part of her job 
is separating the tapes for sports stories. 
At first she ripped the computer tapes in 
the wrong place, tearing stories in half. 
Then she learned to work more slowly 
and check for the end of the stories. 

Several exciting things have happened 
since Teresa started working at the 
“Daily Report.” One Saturday a kite 
tangled on the electric wires, blanking 
out the computers for 20 seconds so they 
all had to be reprogrammed. 

A malfunction of the sports receiver 
also caused confusion because none of 
the sports copy made any sense, she 
said. With a sports deadline quickly 
approaching, she had to arrange for the 
teletype to be repaired and call the wire 
service for repeat stories. 

The work experience program is open 
to all students who are 16 years old. 
Upland’s program has 250 students.

The council also named 40 
other Uplanders to the com- 
mittee which will plan the 
bicentennial program in three

“Horizons ‘76”’. 

The committee was selected 
by the council from names sub-

During the past year con- 
sumer prices went up an 
average of 12.2 per cent, says 
the U.S. Dept. of Labor, but 
during that same time, potatoes 
actually declined 12.8 per cent 
in price. Currently, they are 
still in good supply and it’s 
smart to know how many ways 
you can spice and cook this 
respected vegetable 

There are several reasons 
why potatoes take top honors as 
food for man. Not only are they 
easily grown in many parts of 
the world, but their blandness 
makes it possible for each coun 
try to season potatoes to suit 
national taste buds 

Black pepper, dehydrated 
onions and green pepper bits 
are popular seasonings for 
mashed, hashed or fried 
potatoes in this country Basil 
is a delightful herb with 
potatoes A dash of ground 
nutmeg is a marvelous addition 
to creamed potatoes 

You can make endless herbed 
or spiced butters for new 
potatoes. Melt 4 cup or more 
butter and stir in parsley flakes 
or marjoram or use about '% 
teaspoonful curry powder or 
chili powder. Caraway or 
ground cumin seed or dill seed 
are delightful seasonings. 

Dill and white pepper are 
used widely in potato cookery in 
Scandinavian countries. Ger- 
mans love marjoram or 
caraway. Austrians and 
Hungarians enliven the potato 
flavor with onion, garlic, 
paprika, caraway and black 

pper. 

In oriental countries they 
curry potatoes. A half teaspoon 
curry powder stirred into the 
mayonnaise for about 6 portions 
of potato salad is an appetizing 
variation in any country. 

From the test kitchens of the 
American Spice Trade Associa- 
tion come these two recipes for 
Herbed Hot Potato and Egg 
Salad and Nutmeg Potato 
Dumplings.

Beef grading 
revisions 
should help \% 


Stroud noted that the Meat 
Board is embarking on an 
educational program which will 
help the consumer understand 
how to use grades to best ad- 
vantage, “something we and 
government alike have been 
notably unsuccessful at since 
grading was introduced 48 
years ago,”’ he added. ‘But I 
think we comprehend the mis- 
understandings of consumers 
and their representatives and 
will try to better explain: the 
system in future efforts,’ he 
said, adding that he anticipated 
the USDA would do the same. 

The changes officially go into 
effect Anril 14. The category of 
beef graded ‘U.S. Choice”’ 
should be enlarged by the influx 
of slightly leaner, high value 
cattle which formerly graded 
on the ‘high’ side of “US. 
Good,’ a lower value grade 
But now there is provided an 
economic incentive for 
cattlemen to produce more beef 
for the Choice grade. . . the kind 
of beef that the consumer 
marketplace very clearly 
wants, the Meat Board says 

“We don't believe that con- 
sumers will notice any 
difference in taste or flavor of 
the expanded Choice grade, but, 
in fact, will find more of this 
type available with a generally 
lower fat content,’’ Stroud 
promised. 

A less obvious benefit to con- 
sumers, is the hope that the 
grade revisions will tend to 
stabilize what has been a roller 
coaster market for the industry 
and consumers, said Stroud. 

It is estimated that cattle 
feeders will be able to cut back 
feeding periods by two weeks or 
more and still produce US 
Choice graded beef. This means 
about 200 lbs. less grain per 
animal. . . and industry saving

will not 


SAN FRANCISCO -- (BW) — 
Although large savings inflows 
into savings and loan 
associations traditionally 
translate into a stimulus for 
residential financing and funds 
for construction, the record in- 
flows of early 1975 are not ex- 
pected to revitalize the housing 
industry soon, according to The 
Federal Home Loan Bank of 
San Francisco in its monthly 
periodical, “‘Commentary.”’ 


“Tt is unlikely that 1975 
national housing starts will 
reach even the relatively low 
1974 level of 1.3 million units,’ 
the bank said. 


“The beginning of a construc- 
tion upturn will not only be 
modest, but fragile, and subject 
to damage if government and 
private borrowers begin com- 
peting heavily for financial 


abate 


resources, which in turn could 
lead to significantly higher in- 
terest rates during the latter 
part of 1975 or early 1976. 


“Accordingly, in contrast 
with previous national business 
cycles, housing is not likely to 
lead an upturn in real gross 
national product in the 
forthcoming economic 
recovery. Instead, the course of 
housing probably will coincide 
with the recovery generally.” 


The bank cited housing inven- 
tory figures as particularly im- 
portant because new construc- 
tion is unlikely to pick up until 
the existing housing stock has 
been drawn down substantially. 


The current inventory is es- 
timated at 400,000 unsold single- 
family homes and 250,000 to 
300,000 condominiums national- 
ly.

“Lazarus” and ‘‘Golem’’, the 
computer systems which will 
be on display during Poly Vue

California State Polytechnic 
University, Pomiona — April 18 
through April 20, reveal the 
lighter side of computer life. 
While Lazarus plays the theme 
song from ‘The Sting” and the 
‘Blue Danube’ waltz, per- 
forms a tape dance and gives a 
light show, Golem talks and 





draws pictures on its screen. 
Both play tic tac toe. 


The computers were named 
Lazarus and Golem to reflect 
that they have been revived 
from the dead — that is, re- 
juvenated — by Cal Poly 
students in electrical and elec- 
tronics engineering, engineer- 
ing technology and data 
processing 

Lazarus, a 15-year-old GE 210 
system, was revived in 1971. 
Students created the extensive 
electronics system by incor- 


porating four systems into one. 
Security Pacific National Bank 
in Los Angeles and the Valley 
National Bank in Phoenix each 
donated a computer system. 
Golem, a 10-year-old computer 
donated by Xerox Data 
Systems, was revived in 1973. 

Although the business world 
regarded Lazarus and Golem as 
obsolete, they are still fune- 
tional. During the school year, 
Lazarus is used to teach 
maintenance of a computer and 
Golem is used to teach 
maintenance:

Some of the nicest things that 
happen to a garden in summer 
come from bulbs. Tuberous 
begonias, dahlias, cannas and 
gladiolus are all colorful can- 
didates for bloom during the 
warm months. And, if you plant 
them now, you can enjoy them 
to the fullest. 


Also 
available now are shasta 
daisies. They will put on a 
glorious show this summer — 
as will transvaal daisies 
(gerberas). 

Delphiniums give a 
tremendous performance in the 
Golden State. They bloom first 
in late spring or early summer 
and again, if you cut them back, 
in late summer. Some 
gardeners coax a third flush of 
bloom from these favorites, 
though the California 
Association of Nurserymen 
points out that this could result 
in a shorter life for this 
perennial by over-taxing its 
capacity for growth and bloom. 

Delphiniums should be 
planted in a sunny, well- 
ventilated location. As for 


Perhaps the most exotic of 
these are the tuberous 
begonias. Available in a myriad 
of forms and colors, they do 
well in shaded borders, or in 
pots — for portable color. 

Begonias are available three 
different ways. Tubers (bulbs) 
still may be purchased, though

color, the blue, lavender, 
purple, white and pink hued 
colors are eye-appealing and 
add a tall, refreshing touch to 
border plantings and flower 
beds at the far reaches of the 
garden. 

Primroses prefer a shadier 
spot with a well drained soil and 
plenty of peat moss or leaf mold 
around their roots. Given this, 
they will bloom longer and the 
plants will be sturdier. Clumps 
may be divided every two 
years. 

The spectacular shasta 
daisies and the transvaal 
daisies like sun. The latter are 
more particular about drainage 
and definitely resent wet feet. 
Set the plants high in the soil — 
with the crown exposed. If in 
doubt, ask your nurseryman. 


supplies will soon be dwindling 
in nurseries. Tubers should be 
planted in flats of peat moss, 
leaf mold and sand until thei 
tops have developed leaves. 
When they are about three in- 
ches high, transplant them into 
the garden or into pots 
Nurseries also have tubers 
already started in containers, 
for easy transplanting. The 
third way you'll find begonias is 
in seedling form. By late March 
and early April, nurseries nor- 
mally have begonia seedlings 
available.

‘When you are driving 
your car you are at least 
semi-tense and mentally 
alert. But when you sit quiet- 
ly waitirg for a light to 
change, completely relaxed 
physically and mentally, you 
are at the mercy of the sud- 
den, sickening jolt from be- 
hind which lashes your head 
backward (or backward and 
forward) on the top of your 
spine. 

“The result is an accelera- 
tion injury. Although it is 
true that some complications 
are a convenient and imagin, 
ary damage which serves as 
a basis for litigation, you 
can be sure that in most in- 
stances the innocent sufferer 
has sustained painful after 
effects which may last for

months or years. (Even 
though litigation is over and 
X-rays ard other examina- 
tions may not uncover evi- 
dence of damage). 

“Injury may be caused 
even in bow velocity acci- 
dents because the head and 
neck accelerate with much 
greater speed and force than 
the car itself. Studies contin- 
ue to be made on the causes 
and management of whip- 
lash (extersive-flexion injury 
to the neck). Even rabbits 
and monkeys are being used 
in experiments. These al- 
ready indicate that microsco- 
pic evidence of nervous sys- 
tem hemorrage in the cervi- 
cal (neck) spine may occur 
even when X-rays fail to dis- 
close any major injury. 

“In rabbits, investigators 
found that there was also 
damage to the middle ear- 
which may be ome reason 
why, in humans, there are 
complaints of dizziness, 
headaches and loss of equi- 
librium. Other symptons are 
blurring of vision, nausea, 
and of course neck pain, 
muscular spasm amd limita- 
tion of reck motion...

“pain in the neck.”

At the present time, 
the Whittier center will accept 
girls from the Pomona 
Valley /West End area, but the 
local league needs its own 
facility. The Southern 
California League is looking 
forward to having such service 
available in each of its 14 
chapters 

Stanley said, ‘‘Our big 
problem in this area is funding 
We have had an offer from one 
local organization to make a 
contribution toward the annual 
cost which is estimated at 
$8,000. We hope to enlarge our 
membership and set up a 
committee who will solicit 
donations from local churches 
and other groups who might 
want to be supportive of girls 
who choose life for their 
babies.”

The speaker’s bureau, which 
provides educational programs 
for schools and other groups, 
needs more volunteers to 
continue its program. A 
training session is planned in 
the near future.

Quest for answers

I am enclosing a picture of a 
small pitcher that’s been in our 
family for years. Can you tell 
me anything about it? — 
C.C.D., Winfield, Kan. 

This looks like a piece of 
Gaudy Dutch earthenware. You 
did not mention the color of 
your piece but Gaudy Dutch 
was brightly decorated with 
primary colors — red, blue, 
yellow. It was made in 
Staffordshire, England, in the 
early part of the 19th century 
principally for the American 
market. 

I’m not a collector but I have 
a pressed blue milk glass owl 
pitcher about six inches high. 
My mother said it was made by 
Boston and Sandwich Glass Co., 
owned by Deming Jarves from 
1825 to 1888. Grandma received 
the owl from her mother in 
1900. The owl is in perfect 


condition except for the missing 
glass eyes. Could you give me 
the value of this pitcher and any 
other information? — L.C., 
Somerset, Ky. 


You do have a treasure and I 
recommend that you have it ap- 
praised by a qualified, reliable 
appraiser if you want a moneta- 
ry evaluation. 

Deming Jarves was a shrewd 
businessman who started a 
glass manufactury at 
Sandwich, Mass., in 1825. About 
a year later, he incorporated 
with other businessmen as the 
Boston and Sandwich Glass Co. 


Jarves was among the first to” 


receive patents on the pressing 
of glass and early Sandwich 
examples are rare outside of 
museums or _ private 
collections. 

There has been a wealth of 
material published on this glass 


. 
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works and your local library 
would be a good source of more 
detailed information. 


Could you identify the make 
and possible age of a rather 
heavy porcelain jewel box that 
came into our possession 
recently? The box is blue and 
each side has raised gold 
filigree. The inside is white 
with a spray of flowers. The 
mark on the bottom of the box 
is a scroll that looks like two 
crossed scrolls. — G.J.G., Fort 
Hood, Tex. 

Without seeing the box, | 
can't determine it’s identity 
with certainty. But, from the 
sketch of the marking, I would 
guess it is a piece of Sevres 
porcelain. With this possibility, 
you may want to take the box to 
an appraiser for more accurate 
information concerning its age

Theology school seeks 
funds for professorship 


The School of Theology at 
Claremont and its board of 
trustees, to provide a perma- 
nent annual income necessary 
to underwrite the costs of its 
Gerald Kennedy Chair of 
Preaching, presently is seeking 
to raise an endowed fund of 
$500,000. This chair will become 
the first permanently endowed 
professorship in the school’s 
history. 

To kickoff the campaign to 
fund the Kennedy Chair, the 
United Methodist Church of 
Laguna Hills hosted a dinner 
March 4. At the dinner, Marion 
R. Walker of Ventura, chair- 
man of the committee to raise 
the funds, was able to announce 
leadership gifts which were in 
excess of $60,000. 

In addition, the Laguna Hills 
community itself already has 
raised $15,000 for the Kennedy 
Chair. This dinner was the first 
in a series of dinners to be held 
in many other parts of the 
Southwest. 

Bishop Gerald Kennedy, for 
who the professorship is nam- 
ed, is considered to have been 
one of the finest American 
preachers of the past quarter- 
century. 

In his concept of how the 
church should relate itself to its 
people, the role of preaching 
was crucial. He saw the 
minister as one who, in his 
preaching, could communicate 
the vast personal, spiritual and 
moral resources of the Chris- 
tian faith which provide the 
fulfillment of real human poten- 


tial. And by bringing an 
animated, conversational style 
of preaching back into the 
modern pulpit, Bishop Kennedy 
in fact helped to change the 
style of American religious 
communicators. 

Dr. K. Morgan Edwards, as 
the first Gerald Kennedy 
Professor of Preaching, is 
bringing distinction to the posi- 
tion and to the school. At the 
dinner, Dr. Edwards spoke on 
the topic, ‘‘Who wants to hear a 
preacher?”’
